All long-distance talking records, even 
the one established at the Populist na- 
tional convention 16 years ago, were 
broken. — 

Plans were agreed upon to raid 
forces of the “straight-goods’’ Repub- 


lican organizations in every state, with 
a view of controlling the party ma- 
chinery. 

Instructions were given to Progressive 
Congressmen and Legislators-elect to act 
under the unit rule, as a regularly con- 
stituted party. 

Between $30,000 and $40,000 was sub- 
scrifed -by the enthusiastic survivors 
of Armageddon to promote the cause. 
“Bill” Flinn and George W. Perkins 
gave $5000 each; T. R., nothing; Theodore 
Douglas Robinson, his nephew, nothing; 
Douglas Robinson, T. OR s brother-in- 
law, nothing. 

General headquarters were ordered by 
the National Committee, established at 
New York, with a publicity branch at 
Washington. 

Dunn, National Committeeman from 
Georgia. was fired to make room for 
Wanamaker, on the ground of disloy- 
alty to the cause. 

‘Committees were appointed to arrange 
for spreading the Progressive propa- 
ganda by a systematic canvass of 
homes, the,schools and by paid lectur- 
ers hired at cut rates, to invade the 
Chautauqua field.

Two Weeks Ago Mimas. Told 
Landlady He Would Kill 
Sweetheart and Himself. 








Two letters, one signed “Leona’’ and 
the other signed “Mrs. Leona Parks,”’ 
were found among the effects of , Wil- 
liam Mimas, a Greek restaurant ke€p- 
er, in his room at ’3804 Lucas avenue, 
Thursday. They were said by Mrs. Kate 
von Miedel; keeper of the rooming 
house, to have been written ‘to Mimas 
by Leona Scherer of 3640 Lindell avenue, 
whom Mimas stabbed three times on a 
Wabash .train near Centralia, Mo., 
Wednesday afternoon. 

After wounding the young woman Mi- 
mas plunged the knife into his abdo- 
men. Miss Scherer, as she was known 
‘to her St. Louis friends, is in a pre- 
carious condition at a Mexico (Mo.) ho- 
tel. Two of the wounds are in her back 
and one in her right arm. 

Mimas is in a Columbia (Mo.) hospi- 
tal, where surgeons say there is little 
chance. for his recovery. 

At Mexico, Mo,, Thursday, the wound- 
ed girl’s sister said that Charlies Parks, 
a moving. picture show operator ina 
theater at Ohio avenue and Cherokee 
street, had been a sweetheart of Leona, 
and that she sometimes used his name 
in signing letters. 

Greek an Ardent Wooer. 

Mrs. von Miedel told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of Mimas’ ardent wooing of 
Miss Scherer. In her presence, a month 
ago, she said, Mimas proposed marriage 
tc Miss Scherer and told her he could 
not live without her. Miss Scherer re- 
fused to accept him. 

Mimas seemed to grieve over the re- 
fusal, and three weeks ago he told Mrs. 
von Miedel; she says, that the only way 
out of his troubles would be to kill 
Miss Scherer and himself. The land- 
lady thought this was one of his many 
extravagant statements and paid little 
attention to it. 

Both of the letters found in Mimas’ 
trunk were written from Granite City. 
They bear no dates. 

Appeal for Money. 

In one of the letters Leona — 
that she has been ill and unable - to 
work and that “Charley” will not give 
her any money. In the other letter she 
asks that Mimas send her $. The letter 
concludes: “I have thrown Charley 
over. All is finished between us.” 

Mrs. von Miedel says ‘that last Mon- 
day night Miss Soherer and her sister 
visited Mimas at the Lucas avenue 
rooming house.’ Mimas ieft there with 
the two young women at 6:30 p.m. The 
next morning Mimas’ cousin and busi- 
ness partner, Nicholas Seratse, told Mrs. 
von Miedel that Mimas had returned at 
10 p. m., but went out again a few min- 
utes later. 

' “He is crazy again over that girl,” 
said Seratse. 

Mimas was not seen again at the 
rooming house. Wednesday his cousin 
received a letter from Mimas written 
in Kansas City, inclosing seme receipts 
and other papers and asking Seratse to 
take charge of his restaurant at 620 
North Compton avenue. 

Mrs. von Miedel says Leona Scherer, 
in the last month, had frequently vis- 
ited Mimas at his restaurant. 

Her Landlady Warned Giri. 
| Mrs. Mary Cutler, with whom the 
| Scherer sisters lived on Lindell avenue, 
| says that she knew of Mimas’ infatua- 
‘tion for Leona and had warned the 
| young woman to have nothing to do 
| with him, because she believed he had 
‘a. dangerously jealous disposition. 
| Miss Scherer, she said, several times 
returned home much excited after going 
| to dances and said ‘‘that Greek had fol- 
‘lowed her to and from the dance hall.’’ 

About three weeks ago, Mrs. Cutler 
‘said, Mimas visited Miss Scherer at the 
Lindell avenue rooming house. For 
i diversion Mrs. Cw@ler told fortunes with 
cards. Scanning the cards, as cut by 
Mimas, Mrs. Cutler jokingly said to him: 

“I see you do not care much for the 
ladies.’ 

“O, yes, I do, replied Mimaa, boking 
at Leona.***There is one that I care for. 
One that I cannot live without.” | 

He Had Desperate Manner. 

There was something so desperate in 
the way he sald this that after he de- 
parted Mrs. Cutler said to Leona: 

“If I were you I would have nothing 
to do with that man. He will harm you 
: some time.”’ 

Mrs. Cutler says the Scherer sisters 
last week decided to go to San Francis- 
co. After starting there they changed 
| their minds for some reason and were 
returning to St. Louls when the stabbing 
occurred. 

Leona Scherer and her sister were in 
the seat in front of Mimas in the chair 
car. 

Suddenly he arose and drawing a long- 

bladed knife from his pocket he stabbed 
| Misses Scherer in the back. Before pas- 
/Sengers could interfere he had raised 
and lowered the knife three times. 

Two of the wounds were in Miss 
Scherer’s neck and one in the right 
arm. 

As passengers and train employes were 
advancing on Mimas to.take the knife 
from him he sank into his seat and 
plunged the blade into his own ab- 
_domen. 

“I'll show you how to do it,” he said, 
as he inflicted the wound on himself.
